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HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

Home  economics  seems  to  be  drawing  the  interest  ot  more  girls 
each  semester.  A  major  in  home  economics  is  a  valuable  preparation 
for  a  job,  for  personal  accomplishment  and  for  better  living.  It  pre- 
pares a  girl  to  do  better  those  desirable  things  which  she  will  need  to 
do  anyway. 

The  Freshman  in  home  economics  takes  a  composite  course,  called 
homemaking,  which  consists  of  short  units  of  personal  regimen,  family 
relationships,  child  development,  home  nursing,  food  preparation,  earn- 
ing and  spending,  clothing  selection  and  construction,  household  furnish- 
ings and  vocations.  Foods  I  and  II  and  clothing  I  and  II  are  open  to  any 
girl  who  has  had  homemaking.  In  foods  one  studies  food  preservation, 
preparation  of  breakfasts,  luncheons  and  dinners,  dietetics  and  enter- 
taining. In  clothing  a  girl  makes  a  woolen  and  a  silk  dress,  learns  to  draft 
an  original  pattern,  and  studies  consumer  buying.

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LIBRARY 

The  Lanphier  High  School  Library  at  the  present  time  numbers 
about  twenty-seven  hundred  volumes.  The  collection  is  not  large  but  the 
books  are  well  chosen  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  and  faculty. 

The  aim  of  the  library  is  to  provide  any  supplementary  materials 
and  helps  which  the  student  may  need  in  preparing  his  work,  and  to 
have  that  material  well  organized  and  available  for  quick  and  effective 
use.

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MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  proud  to  say  that  Lanphier  students  are  realizing  the  value 
ot  the  study  of  Mathematics  to  the  extent  that  the  growth  in  this  de- 
partment has  exceeded  the  exceptional  growth  of  our  school. 

The  usual  courses  in  algebra  and  geometry,  required  for  college 
entrance,  are  offered,  as  well  as  courses  in  solid  geometry,  college 
algebra,  and  trigonometry,  for  those  who  intend  to  study  mathematics 
or  science,  in  college.  The  latest  addition  to  our  curriculum  is  a  course 
in  general  mathematics  for  Freshmen.  Besides  introducing  the  student 
to  algebra,  geometry,  and  trigonometry,  this  subject  gives  valuable 
information  about  home  problems.  Although  this  course  is  intended  for 
students  who  are  not  planning  to  enter  college,  it  offers  college  entrance 
credit. 

With  the  above  curriculum,  we  strive  to  give  the  students  the  cultural 
and  practical  values  of  mathematics  by  showing  its  application  in  other 
studies  and  to  problems  met  outside  of  class.

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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Our  Springfield  school  administrative  bodies  have  asked  that  every 
pupil  in  the  high  school  take  at  least  two  years  of  Music  before  he  is 
graduated.  He  may  choose  Orchestra,  Band,  or  Choir  if  he  is  qualified 
for  them.    If  he  is  not,  then  he  goes  into  the  general  Music  class. 

During  the  two  years  in  these  general  classes  the  student  gets  a 
background  of  understanding  and  appreciation  for  the  music  to  which 
he  will  be  exposed  during  his  lifetime,  through  radio,  movies,  musicals  and 
concerts.  This  work  includes  a  survey  of  music  theory,  part  singing,  great 
musicians  of  the  present  day,  and  well  known  unison  songs. 

The  Music  department  at  Lanphier  is  under  the  very  capable  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Vera  Whitlock  and  Mr.  Edwin  Sach.  Of  the  musical  activities, 
Mr.  Sach  is  director  of  the  band  and  orchestra  and  Miss  Whitlock  is 
director  of  the  choir.  Both  teachers  have  charge  of  the  general  Music 
classes.

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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  aim  of  our  Physical  Education  department  is  to  conduct  a  pro- 
gram of  physical  activities,  by  offering  a  variety  of  skills  and  recreational 
activities.  Physical  Education  classes,  interscholastic  sports,  and  intra- 
mural games  are  carried  out  at  Lanphier.  One  period  a  week  is  devoted 
to  personal  and  social  hygiene. 

In  the  fall,  football  and  soccer  are  played;  in  the  winter,  basketball, 
volley  ball,  tumbling,  deck  tennis;  and  in  the  spring,  track,  tennis,  and 
Softball  are  played. 

The  sports  program  has  a  second  phase,  the  intramural  competition. 
It  provides  sports  activities  for  boys  who  want  more  athletics  than  they 
receive  in  daily  classes  but  are  not  on  any  school  team.  No  boy  on  a 
school  team  is  permitted  to  take  part  in  the  intramural  program.  Tour- 
naments are  conducted  in  basketball  and  baseball  and  next  fall  touch 
ball  will  be  added.  The  third  part  of  the  athletic  program  is  interscholastic 
contests.

The  accomplishments  during  the  year  of  1937-38  were:  two  play 
days,  volley  ball  tournament,  basketball  tournament,  deck  tennis,  base- 
ball, soccer,  and  social  dancing. 

The  winning  team  of  the  volley  ball  tournament  was  that  of  Dorothy 
Ford.  Rosina  Cervellone's  team  came  out  the  victor  in  the  basketball 
tournament. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  G.  A.  A.  is  sportsmanship.  Each  year  emblems 
are  awarded  to  those  girls  who  prove  themselves  adept  in  these  sports, 
keep  good  attendance,  and  engage  in  the  activities. 
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HI-Y   CLUB 

The  Lanphier  Hi-Y  Club  was  organized  in  the  school  last  tall  by  Ted 
Blossom,  the  Boys'  Club  secretary,  and  Mr.  Stickney.  They  chose  Mr. 
Boblenz  as  club  advisor  because  he  had  done  this  type  of  work  in  the 
Champaign  High  School  before  he  came  to  Springfield.  Thirteen  boys 
chartered  the  club,  and  during  the  second  semester  the  club  initiated 
twelve  new  members. 

A  committee  of  three  drew  up  our  constitution  which  was  accepted 
by  the  social  committee  of  this  school  and  the  international  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
council. 

Our  programs  are  based  on  four  "C's"  of  proper  living — clean 
living,  clean  athletics,  clean  speech,  and  clean  scholarship.  Our  purpose 
as  stated  by  the  international  Hi-Y  is  to  "create,  maintain,  and  extend 
throughout  the  school  and  community  high  standards  of  Christian  char- 
acter."
